He is suspended by the 
feet, and a heavy weight is tied to 
his bead. Then ho is allowed to 
die.

INDEP ENDENC E DAY. 

A«w«t»i» to Jokn A«.m., It ihonia 
B« Jnlr «. 

On the 3d •« July, 1776, John Adams, 
then one of the representatives of Mas- 
sachusetts In the Continental congress, 
wrote to hU »Ke Abigail: 

"TestwJay the greatest question wag 
decided 'which was ever debated In 
America, and a greater perhaps never 
woa nor will be decided among men." 

la • second letter, written the sain* 
flajv be said: 

"But the day Is past. The 2d of July 
will be the most memorable epocha In 
the history of America. I am apt to be- 
lieve that It will be celebrated by suc- 
ceeding generations as the great anni- 
versary festival. It ought to be com- 
memorated as the day of deliverance 
by solemn acts of devotion to God Al- 
mighty. It ought to be solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with shows, 
games, sports, guns, bells, bonfires aad 
llltimlnatlons from one end of this con- 
tinent to the other from this time for- 
ward, forovermore.*' 

When the resolution was taken up on 
the 3d. all the states, except New York, 
roted to accept it. T*ua. on the M 
day of July. 1776, the Independence 
of the thirteen united colonies from 
the throne of Great Britain was defi- 
nitely decided upon. The 2d. and not 
the 4th. may bo called the true date of 
the separation. Wo could with propri- 
ety celebrate the Fourth two days ear- 
lier. That the participants In the work 
considered the Jd as the true date Is 
shown by the letters written by John 
Adams, quoted at the beginning of the 
article. Tho popular fancy, however, 
seized npon the •ffc. the date of accept- 
ance of JeOWson's more dramatic dec- 
laration of the reasons for the sepa- 
ration, as the proper day to celebrate. 

The debate npon the document was 
continued until the afternoon of the 
4th, and, says Jefferson, might have 
run on Interminably at any other sea- 
son of the year. But the weather was 
oppressively warm, and the hall in 
which the deputies sat was close to a 
stable, "wbeneo the hungry flies 
Bwarmed thlc* and tierce, nlightlng on 
sbs Wi of the delegates and biting 
bard fhrougb Their thin silk stockings. 
Treason was preferable to discomfort,"

the Declaration without further amend-

B. Stover, and the last holdsjforth 
in a school house, preached to by 
Rev. J. J Gilreath, who was turned 
out of the church by the Abcrs 
crombie side. The church was 
burned by some unknown person 
since this trouble arose.

Some of Gainesville's Tigers 
Trapped. 

The police of Gainesville made 
a very successful raid on several of 
the blind tigers of that city last 
week. They visited the residences 
and places of business of Henry 
Towcry, Charlie McDonald, Tom 
Cooper, a man named Brown, a 
negro woman called Wimpy and 
two other persons places of abode 
whose names wo cannot remember 
now, with a search warrant where 
quite a quantity of beer and whis- 
key showed up, stuck about under 
counters and in trunks, all of 
which was carried to a room and 
locked up until court convenes. 
Then it will be brought out and 
shown the court the kind of wet 
things that are used in a dry town. 
In the round the police visited one 
place and searched every nook and 
corner without finding anything. 
Chief of Police Harbison espied a 
big trunk. It was locked. After 
raising one end up and finding it 
very heavy he asked the lady of the 
bouse what was in the trunk and 
sue replied clothes. Then the key 
was called for. The woman said 
her husband had the key who was 
off at work. The chief sent a po- 
liceman to the husband for the 
key. The husband sent back word 
back that his wife had it. The 
chief then substituted a crowbar 
for a key and when raising the lid 
found a fine assortment of beer 
and whiskey. This mistake on the 
part of this sister may cause her to 
lose her church membership. It is 
said that the last grand jury of 
Hall " examined fifty or seven- 
ty-five witnesses against the blind 
tigers of Gainesville but none of 
them knew anything, or wouldn't 
swear it. So the city authorities 
decided to try the search warrant 
plan and it worked like a charm. 



MBCffi FOR TrjE SOUUTH. 

The Railroads Will Try to 
Relieve the Scarcity. 

Several years ago, the State of 
Georgia appropriated $10,000 for 
an immigration department. A 
representative was sent to Europe 
to interest the people to come to 
this country. He was a German 
and he induced his sister-in-law to 
come over. She settled in Atlan- 
ta, married here and had one 
child. These two additions to 
Georgia's population were the to- 
tal results of the State's $10,000 
experiment. 

Tho railroads, however, have 
been working systematically for 
years to bring in new settlers and 
fresh capital. They have directed 
their efforts chiefly to the work of 
interesting the thrifty farmers and 
mechanics of the west and they 
have located thousands of them in 
the Garolinas, Georgia, Alabama 
and other southern states. They 
are now planing to get imigrants 
direct from Europe for the south- 
ern farms, mills, factories and 
furnaces. In many sections, labor 
is so scarce that the farmers can- 
not get enough help to properly 
till their lands. 

Hon. Ross G. Smith, Commis- 
sioner of Alabama's Immigration 
and Industrial Association who 
was in Atlanta last week, stated 
that the prospects were very en- 
couraging. "There is not any- 
thing like the shortago of labor in 
the west that there is in the south." 
He said. "This is largely because 
the Western roads have been tak- 
ing hundreds of thousands of im- 
migrants direct to the west in years 
past. Our Southern roads realize 
that tho situation is growing des- 
perate here in the south and they 
intend to make a strong effort to 
draw a good class of foreigners 
into this territory." 

"One of the best effects that an 
influx of good white labor to the 
south will accomplish, will be to 
stimulate the negro and make him 
work more regularly. As long as 
the negro knows that there are 
two jobs foreverj' man that wants 
to work, the more ho is inclined 
to loaf and idlo away his time. 
Then again the negro's proper 
place is in the cotton and com 
field, and away from the towns 
and cities. Ho is decidedly more 
peaceful and a hotter citizen on 
tho farms than he is elsewhere. 
While many of the foreigners are 
good bands in the fields, they 
cannot handle the mule and are 
not us satisfactory for farm work 
as the negro. 

"I believe that by next spring 
thero will be a big stream of white 
foreign labor coming into ihe 
south."

We like this country fine. Of 
course there are some disadvan- 
tages here, to North Georgia. 
Don,t have as much fruit here as 
there. Can't have as good gar- 
dens as there. (I mean summer 
gardens.) It is a good deal hotter 
here, and the soil 's sandy and 
vegetation burns up. People 
make meat and bread enough to 
do them, aud plenty of potatoes; 
and cotton in abundance. This 
county alone (Laurens) produces 
about 21,000 bales. 

There are about half as many 
colored people here as whites and 
they are most all doing well; own 
fine stock and land, aud seem very 
quiet and submissive. People here 
are very common aud accommo- 
dating. 

School teaching pays well here. 
A first grade teacher gets $45.00 
from the public and a supplement 
of 2 cents per scholar from the 
patrons, and some of the schools 
are very large — have to have an 
assistant, who gets $35 per moulh 
from the public.

Nation Farmers' Congress 
Opposes Government Rate- 
Making. 

.Richmond, September 16.— The 
growing opposition among ship 
pers and producers everywhere to 
the fixing of railway rates by gov- 
ernment authority, as propose 1 by 
the Escb-Towusend bill and siov- 
lar measures, is indicated by the 
action of the Farmers' National 
Congress yesterday at its annual 
c invention here. The congress is 
made up of representative farmers 
from every state in the country, 
the representation from the South 
and Middle West being especially 
largo. 

Last year the congress was in 
favor of giving the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the powir 
to fix railroad rates and resolutions 
to this effect were introduced this 
year and were supported m able 
speeches by Congressman Adams, 
of Wisconsiu, and others. But 
the members of the congress were 
convinced that government regu- 
lation of rates, with tho conse- 
quent fixing of these rates on a 
distance basis, would mean that 
they would be compelled to pay 
more for shipping their products 
to markets, or that the middle- 
men would have to pay more, in 
which case it would come out of 
tho formers' pockets. 

While declaring strongly against 
rebates and unjust discrimina- 
tions, and in favor of the enforce- 
ment of the existing law on these 
subjects, the farmers refused to 
endorse the proposition lo give to 
any government body the power 
to name the actual rate which a 
railroad shall charge for the trans- 
portation of freight. The resolu- 
tions adopted are as follows: 

Whekkas: We fayor thejactive 
enforcement by the general govs 
eminent of all existing laws in 
order to prevent the giving or ac- 
ceptance of rebates or special fa- 
vors (through whatever device) to 
or by favored shippers, and, 

Whereas: We expect that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
will aggressively and promptly 
apply all remedies at their dis- 
posal; now, therefore, 

Resolved: That if the existing 
laws for the detection and punish- 
ment of the giving or acceptance 
of such rebates or special favors 
are insufficient or defective in any 
respect, we favor the enactment of 
such further legislation as may be 
necessary adequately to deal with 
the evil and to prevent such prac- 
tices in the future.

Mining Notes. 

Mr. Cooper is here putting in 
what he calls a gold sayor at the 
McAfee Lind Mine. 

We expect to have something 
very important to tell our readers 
in a few days about the Jumbo 
mine. 

Mr. Bainbridgo tells us that he 
hopes to be able to start up the 
chlorination plant at the Hand 
mill next week. 

The work of the Dahlonega Gold 
Mining and Milling Co's property 
is progressing nicely with satis- 
factory results. At the Calhoun 
one lift is operating, and at the 
Briar Patch two lifts and a dredge 
arc moving right along. 

Mr. John Hutcheson, who has 
charge of the canal work that will 
furnish water to the Battle Branch 
mine, is the right man in the right 
place, being an honest, straight 
forward man, who knows how to 
work and will carry it on to the 
o^ynel•s best interest. 

Mr. Breyman has been busily 
engaged for several weeks putting 
ir. a wheel at the Singleton so as 
to be able to run twenty stamps 
both day and night, and at the 
same time has kept ten stamps gos 
ing one shift. Such management 
as this is the way to make a gold 
mine pay. 

They have commenced stopeing 
in the Ogle shaft, at the Barlow 
mine with good results.

Our office had a pleasant call 
last Monday from Mr. J. W. "P. 
Allen, of Independence, Mo., and 
Mr. J. F. Schmcltz, of Kansas 
City, Mo. The former gentlemau 
is interested in the Bunker Hill 
Gold Mining Co., and the latter 
talked like he might soon be. They 
came down with several other gens 
tlemen last week to look over the 
property. After telling us bow 
interesting The Nugget was to his 
brother aud family he began talk- 
ing about Bunker Hill. Mr. Allen 
said that a good deal of develop- 
ment work had been done on the 
property since he was here last 
and he was surprised at the results, 
being far richer thau he ever ex- 
pected, which is also the concluson 
of all citizens here acquainted with 
it. He told us that he residod 
eight years in Colorado and never 
saw auy property that equaled 



Bunker Hill. "If this mine was 
up there," said Mr. Allen, "you 
couldn't keep the crowd of men off 
of it with a Gatling gun." A 
dredge boat builder was with the 
gentlemen who looked over Bun- 
ker Hill, and, after looking at its 
dredge, said it was perfect and 
worked all right. The manage- 
ment of this mine is splendid. 
Capitalists, or any one else want- 
ing to sec the property, are invited 
to come and look, stay as long 
as they please, go where they do- 
sire and ask any body r any ques- 
tions about it they wish. What 
more courtesies could be shown 
visitors? 

In reply to two of our subscri-- ' 
bers, one at Mercer, Pa., and the 
other at Brownsville, Tenn., in- 
quiring about what is being done 
at Crown Mountain Mine, will say 
nothing of any benefit. A major- 
ity of the directors becoming dis- 
satisfied with the management 
because the company was being 
run in debt, held a meeting about 
three months ago, and passed a 
resolution directing the mine to bo 
closed down and a certain amount 
of 6-inch pipe be sold and the 
proceeds be used in settling off the 
labor debts. This pipe and^much 
other has been shipped and sold 
but most of these debts are still 
hanging over the mine with la- 
borers liens filed. At the annual 
meeting Mr. J. C. Rogers, of Co- 
lumbes, Ohio, was elected presi- 
dent of the company, but not wish- 
ing to shoulder the indebtedness 
made by another man, refused to 
accept, leaving General Warner 
still in charge. Although an in- 
cline runs right down to^the Wal- 
lace shaft where, miners say, the 
ore could be reached again at an 
expense of fifty or one hundred 
dollars in cleaning out, several 
thousand have been expended in 
cutting a shaft 8x16 through solid 
rock at another place trying to 
cut this vein, but it has not yet 
been reached at a depth of about 
100 feet. When work was order- 
ed stopped by- the- directors Gen. 
Warner and MivMerrick, the vice 
president, decided to have the 
shaft finished and in eight weeks 
only nine feet have . beencut, and 
no vein yet, costing from fifty to 
sixty dollars per foot, and pay day 
has rolled round and none of the 
hands have^bocn paid any money 
yet, receiving nothing for their la- 
bor except a few goods -from' a 
merchant 'here^ r where' arrange- 
ments had been made. How long 
this goods business will last]| we 
cannot say. Crown Mountain is 
a good gold mine and would pay 
properly worked, but a big por- 
tion of the mountain would have 
to be almost pure gold to pay with 
such management as it has had.

A New Church Congregation 
on fh'e Che'sttftee River. 

Editor of Nugget: 

It will be a source of gratifica- 
tion to the friends of good order and 
religis^, especially all who are 
acquainted with the former con- 
dition of affairs in the com- 
munity of the Ashley scfrool house 
— 3 miles south of Dahlonega, to 
know t'Aaii a great change for the \ 
better has taken place amoDg 
those people. Notwithstanding 
the gospel was preached there, in 
perhaps the first Baptist church 
built in the county in 1833, for 
many years there has been no meet- 
ing notise. Every vestige of a 
church house has been effaced 
from tfe*er earth, the graves of 
the departed are only to be 
seen. The Sabbath was des- 
ecrated, the idols which men 
had set up in the groves, by 
the branches, in sight and out of 
sighc and made of copper, were 
worshipped as persistently as the 
believers of Moloch or Baal ever 
worshipped their idols. The min- 
isters of the gospel fled away to 
other places, the teachers in the 
pft'blic schools, could not with- 
stand the difficulties that sur- 
rounded them, and they asked for 
other stations. But at last, a 
school house was built, and a 
teacher fott-nd who undertook the 
ftfmost thankless task, and counsel- 
ed fry the writer of this article, he 
prosecuted his work, overcome 
obstacles that other teachers would 
not face. He found that the chil- 
dren were truthful, though wilful, 
wild and some cases quite profane. 
Ifotmg Paul Abbott, full of chris- 
tian zeal, tact and ability, stood to 
his post, and in 9im ! e, iraulo "Ash- 
ley JNo IS," trite banner school of 
the county, and feceived the beau-^ 
Jiful flag presented by the Youth's 
Companion,- of Boston. 

As no li'ousa' in tn'o vieii.ity 
fiould welf hold the crowds, the 
Board of Education allowed a Un- 
ion Sabbath school to be held in 
the school house. In a few 
months the salo of whiskey was 
stopped and several moonshiners 
who went up aud down the road 
in front of the school house, on 
flhe Sabbath selling whiskey, were 
fla'kefV in charge by the govern- 
ment offcials, md the business 
fius almost entirely ceased. The 
eyes of these officials are on the 
men who still defy the laws of God 
and Man. 

But, to the revival of religion. 
Good men and women, though 
poorly qualified, some of them 
for teaching, have kept up the 
Sabbath school until lately it was 
seen tha't the spirit of Almighty 
OjFod Was visiting the hearts of 
men, women and young people, 
&ov. i. E. Blackburn, a Baptist 
niinister, belonging to the Dah- 
loncga church, took charge of 
ibo religious work. He has been 
a' successful worker in other parts 
of this section, and from the very 
sfJa'ft, the revival was full of in 
tWe'stv Great Crowds assembled. 
The little school house was too 
small. The open air was sought 
where hundreds sat upon the 
ground. Many were converted. 
The Dahlonega Baptist church at 
a conference, adopted the usual 
c'oursc in such* cases and author- 
ised an "Arm of the church" to be 
established at that point with 
(Uitbotity given to Rev. J. E. 
Blackburn to dpeii the door of the 
church, baptise the converts, and 
receive them into the membership 
Of the Da'hloriega Church; there to 
remain until the time arrives to 
form a new church, which will 1 be 
done duriug the present fall. 

A number of persons have re- 
cently joined the church and been 
baptized. 

I am glad that I have lived to' 
see the great transformation of 
this people. God is claiming his 
own beautiful country once more. 
and will bold it for time and 
eternity. Copper idols, and all 
other idols worshipped by our 
people must be destroyed.
